Tin Flights. Mengtsu-Haivhong 


On 5 October 1949 the French stowed all vlenes from landing at Haivhong 
for eight days beceuse of rainy weather, which they claimed softened the base 
of the airstrio. Rondon conri.vined to the highest authorities in Paris about 
the poor condition of the Haiphong airstriv and the French irmy vas ordered 
to put mats over the airstrip, which is now being done. Landings are exe 
vected to increase within a few days. SITA, a French airline, hee atarted to 
use Bristol freight..rs on the Mengteu-Haliphong flight. 


There are revorted to be 1,300 tons of tin concentrates at Mengtsu nirfield 
and in Mengtsu prover. There are woll over 2,000 tons of concentrates at 
Kochiu and the mines, many of which are revorted to have closed because of 
the lack of a market. Tho Yunnan Consolidated Tin Corporation has over 400 
tons of 99.8% tin, whiok it may fly to Hong Kong. 


The Nan Yang Development Cornoration of Kunming, which hes a Hong Kong office, 
is shipving some tin concentrates from FKochiu to Kunming by rail, then flying 
then by Civil Air Transport (CAT) to Hong Kong. ‘The total shinment, which ie 
going to Texas City. Texas, is exnected to amount to 100 tons, but only 40 tons 
have arrived in Hong Kong. The concentrates are packed in straw bees instead 
of in steel druns. The Kunming-Hong Kong air freight rate, ahout 14 cents ver 
sound of concentrate, is very high comonred with the Kengtzu-—aivhong rate of 
-0675 centa (sic). 


CaT will try to keep one C-46 on the Mengtxu-Raip'iong flight, which will en~ 
able it to make only three landings a dey at Hedvhone -- although the French 
are said to be ready to nermit it to make six lending a day ~» which means 
thnt it can fly only 18 tons of the large Yunnen stocks of tin and concen 
trate to Haivhong daily. 


Rondon has abandoned ite idea of smelting ita Yunnan concentrates and ts 
now Dilanning to gel1 the concentrates to RIC. 


The CAT C47 which was commletely wrecked in a crash in mid=Kovenber in 
south Yunnen was carrying five tons of tin concentratern. 
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
